LAT (4/15) FEELS IT'S FAR FROM CERTAIN THAT PRC FACTIONAL 
CONFLICT RESOLVED WITH HUA/TENG CHANGE, SINCE HUA 
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COMPROMISE CHOICE, FROM ALL INDICATIONS. SAYS US 
INTEREST CLEARLY IS TO SUPPORT RULE BY MODERATES, AND 
TAIWAN SETTLEMENT PROBABLY WOULD STRENGTHEN MODERATE 
POSITION. WHILE PRES FORD HINTED AT SUCH COURSE IN 
MESSAGE TO HUA, TIME QUICKLY COMING WHEN HINTS MUST 
BE REPLACED BY POLICY ACTIONS. 

ZORZA (WP) FINDS DIFFICULTY DETERMINING WHICH FACTION 
RESPONSIBLE FOR APRIL 5 PEKING RIOTING, BUT SAYS 
OBVIOUS THAT OFFICIAL EXPLANATION LEAVES GREAT DEAL 
UNEXPLAINED. YET, IF PRESENT STRANGE SILENCE ABOUT 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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IDENTITY "HANDFUL' WHO SUPPOSEDLY ORGANIZED RIOTS 
CONTINUES, MUST BE ASSUMED 'HANDFUL" REMAIN IN 
LEADERSHIP, TOGETHER WITH OPPONENTS, AND THAT THEY 
ARE STRONG ENOUGH TO CONTINUE WAGING MAO-SUCCESSION 
STRUGGLE. IF EITHER FACTION HAD REALLY PREVAILED, 

WOULD HAVE BEEN ABLE NAME/CONDEMN OPPONENTS, GET 
RID OF THEM. HUA APPOINTMENT, WHICH AT FIRST SIGHT 
LOOKS LIKE FIRM, DETERMINED ACTION OF UNITED LEADERSHIP, 

IS MORE FRIGHTENED COMPROMISE OF STILL-SPLIT LEADERSHIP. 
CDN'S BEECH, IN HK (4/15), MAINTAINS THERE WILL BE NO 
PRC POLITICAL PEACE WHILE MAO LIVES, AND HIS DEATH
